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COAL  MINE  POSTCARDS 
By  Paul  W.  Jensen  • 


I  believe  it  is  not  an  overstatement  to  say  "Coal  Mine 
Postcard  Collecting  is  a  complete  hobby."  Various  motives 
lie  behind  the  reasons  (sentimental,  historical,  artistic, 
financial,  travel,  and  etc.)  which  injected  an  incurable 
virus  in  my  mind,  a  contagious  virus  of  love  and  devotion 
which  addicted  me  to  coal  mine  postcards. 

Whatever  motives  or  reasons  there  may  be,  the  deltiologist 
in  his  search  for  coal  mine  cards  learns  not  only  the  technical 
side  of  the  hobby,  but  also  gains  intentionally  or  un¬ 
consciously,  a  tremendous  amount  of  general  knowledge  about 
facts  and  events  of  which  he  was  previously  unaware.  Coal 
mine  postcard  collecting  is  like  touring  the  old  coal  mining 
areas  of  the  U.S.  It  gives  me  a  thrill  every  time  I  find  a 
photo  of  a  mine  that  I  have  had  a  scrip  token. 

A  postcard  collector  is  a  Deltiologist ...  the  hobby  of 
collecting  postcards  is  Deltiology.  It  is  the  third  largest 
hobby  group  in  the  U.S. 


I  would  like  to  give  you  a  little  history  and  general 
information  on  postcards  in  general.  According  to  the  U.S , 
Postal  Card  Catalog ,  the  world's  first  private  mailing  card 
was  actually  a  postcard,  designed  to  be  used  with  an  adhesive 
postage  stamp.  This  was  issued  in  1861  in  Philadelphia. 

Austria  is  called  the  home  of  the  postcard. . .where  the 
government  issued  the  first  government  postals  on  October  1, 
1869.  Early  sales  of  these  cards  were  at  the  rate  of  a  million 
cards  a  month.  Other  countries  quickly  followed  the  example  . 
of  Austria  and  in  May,  1873,  the  U.S.  issued  its  first  postal 
cards.  During  this  period,  for  the  most  part,  they  were 
merely  advertising  pieces  and  it  was  not  until  1893  that  the 
first  official  picture  postcards  were  issued. 

The  Card  salesman  would  come  into  town,  contact  the 
local  drug  store  and  write  an  order  for  a  rack  of  local 
view  cards... He  would  then  stand  out  front  and  take  some 
photographs  up  and  down  the  main  street  together  with 
anything  else  of  special  interest  such  as  the  local  coal 
mine.  These  photographs  would  be  sent  to  the  home  office 
where  the  proper  wording  was  added  and  then  forwarded  to 
Germany  for  the  actual  printing.  The  next  season  a 
competitor  might  come  to  town  and  instead  of  taking  new 
pictures,  he  would  use  the  old  postcards  with  some  minor 
changes  such  as  removing  a  telegraph  pole  from  the  picture. 

A  classic  example  shows  the  poles  gone  but  the  shadows 
still  remain.  This  accounts  for  the  variety  in  a  few  cards. 

A  Quick  History  of  the  Picture  Postcard: 

Pioneer  Era  (1893-1898)  Most  pioneer  cards  began  with  the 

cards  placed  on  sale  at  the  Columbian 
Exposition  in  Chicago,  May,  1893. 

Any  post  card  before  1900  is  rare 
and  demands  a  good  price. 

Private  Mailing  Cards  (1898-1901)  Private  printers  were  granted 

permission  to  publish  and  sell  cards, 
May  19,  1898.  Cards  bore  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  "Private  Mailing  Card,  authorized 
by  Act  of  Congress,  May  19,  1898." 

As  this  was  used  only  for  about  three 
years ,  these  cards  are  fairly  rare 
and  bring  premium  price. 


Post  Card  Era  (1901-1907)  The  U.S.  granted  the  use  of  the  words 

Post  Card  to  be  printed  on  the  privately 
printed  cards  on  December  24,  1901. 

These  were  undivided  backs  with  only 
the  name  and  address  permitted  on  the 
backs.  Millions  of  cards  were  issued 
during  this  period  including  a  large 
variety  of  coal  mine  cards.  They 
demand  a  premium  above  the  value  of 
later  cards . 


Divided  Back  Era  (1907-1915)  The  U.S.  first  permitted  the 

printing  of  divided  back  post  cards 
on  March  1,  1907.  Europe,  mainly 
Germany,  supplied  most  of  the  cards 
used  in  the  U.S.  Cards  from  the 
beginning  of  the  post  card  through

1915  are  the  true  collectors  cards 
that  are  high  in  demand. 

White  Border  Era  (1915-1930)  Most  cards  of  this  era  are 

printed  in  the  U.S.  but  mainly  of 
.  poor  quality.  Most  cards  had  a 

white  border. 

Linen  Era  (1930-1939)  Improved  technique  and  a  high  rag 

content  card  plus  a  cheap  gaudy 
paint  on  the  penny  postcard  of  the 
thirties . 

Photo chrome  Era  (  1939  to  Present) 

While  pre-1915  cards  are  the  ones  most  collectors  are  looking 

for,  later  cards  featuring  coal  mines  are  all  sought  after. 

Importance  of  the  Address  Side: 

When  looking  at  postcards  be  sure  to  inspect  the  address

Autographs  and  Famous  People :  Watch  for  signatures  of  famous 
people  as  they  may  carry  interesting  messages. 

Cancels  in  Color :  Postage  stamps  are  supposed  to  be  cancelled 
in  black  ink.  There  are  collectors  seeking  cancels  in  red, 
brown,  blue  and  green. 

Christmas  Seals :  Beginning  in  1907,  these  seals  appeared  on 
U.Spostcards  along  with  the  regular  postage  stamp.  If  the

seal  is  "tied-in"  with  the  cancel (cancel  must  touch  the  seal), 
it  is  worth  more  to  a  collector  of  seals. 


Discontinued  Post  Office :  They  are  from  post  offices  that- no.: 

The  longer  the  post  office  has  been  closed 
usually  indicates  value. u  a 


Flag.  Cancels ;  The  most  common  flag  cancel  has  the  stars 
in  5  rows.  Not  near  as  common  are  the  ones  with  the  stars 
in  an  oVal,  known  as  an  Ovate'  flag  cancel. 

First  Day  of  Issue  Stamps ;  Since  1929  the  post  office  has 
been  cancelling  stamps  at  First  Day  post  offices  with  the 
words  "First  Day  of  Issue"  in  the  cancelling  device.  There 
are  cash  rewards  for  pre-1929  cancels  with  a  First  Day 
of  issue  date.  ‘  " 5  '  !y  ':  1.'  -  ,r>  iM’V. 

RFD  Cancels ;  Cards  with  R.F.D.  in  the  cancel  were  cancelled 
by  the  route  postman  when  he  picked  up  the  mail  at  rural 
post  boxes ;  The  initials  stand  for  Rural  Free  Delivery. 

The  ones  cancelled  by  the  mailmans  signiture  or  initials 
are  called  "manuscript"  cancels. 

RPD  Cancels :  Cards  cancelled  on  trains  have  initials  R.P.D. 
(Railway  Post  Office)  are  sought  by  collectors.  These 
cancels  are  not  used  today.  The  smaller  the  railroad 
dictates  the  value  of  these  cancels. 

Town  Name  Cancels:5  Since  the  Postal  service  has  stopped 
using  town  names  on  cancel  devices,  it  is  certain  that 
sharp,  .‘full,  clear  town  cancels  will  increase  in  value  'Vt. 


with  time .:  The  smaller  towns  will  be‘  sought  on  these  cancels. 
If  you  are,  or  expect  to  get  into  postcard  collecting, 
remember  to  check  the  stamp , cancel ,  message,  and  signatures

As  for  pricing  cards,  it  would  take  too  touch'  'space  to’ : : 
properly  cover  this  subject.  Most  coal  mine  cards  sell  from 
$3.00  to  $6.00  in  the  1901-1907  era.  in  the  1907-1915  era 
they  usually  run  $2.00  to  $5.00.  In  the  1915-1930  era  they 
usually  run  $1.00  to  $4.00  and  the  linen1  c  aids  (1930-1939)  ' 
are  usually  $lv00  ’to  $2.00.  Photochrome'  cards  are  usually

Coal  mine  postcards  have  been  almost  completely  immune 
from  speculation.  Nearly  all  purchases  are  made  by  serious 
collectors  who  know  what  they  want,  recognize  rarity  when  they 
see  it,  and  believe  as  I  do  that  postcard  collecting  is  in  its 
infancy-and  that  the  field  of  coal  mine  postcard  collecting  is 
just  beginning.  The  undisputable  fact  is  that  by  comparison 
to  other  collecting  fields,  rare  postcards  are  absurdly  cheap. 
If  you  collect  cards  for  a  few  months,  you  know  that  you  can 
buy  great  rarities  in  the  coal  postcard  field-cards  of  which 
a  few  dozen  or  less  are  known  to  exist-for  just  a  few  dollars 
in  many  instances.  And  for  the  price  paid,  there  is  certainly 
a  lot  of  enjoyment  to  be  had  for  a  small  amount  of  money. 

The  best  sources  for  finding  cards  are  postcard  shows, 
postcard  dealers,  flea  markets,  antique  shops,  postcard  clubs, 
trading  with  other  collectors,  and  numerous  monthly  postcard 
publications  that  all  have  bid  sales. 

After  collecting  coal  scrip  tokens  for  many  years,  I 
added  other  coal  mine  collectibles  such  as  postcards,  old 
stock  certificates,  bonds,  paper  scrip,  miscellaneous  paper 

items,  and  scatter  tags (advertising  discs).  In  my  first  year 

* 

of  collecting  coal  mine  postcards,  I  have  found  over  1,000 
different  cards  from  most  coal  states.  Much  of  the  history 
of  American  coal  mines  can  be  found  on, these  old  postcards. 

I  have  pictures  of  hundreds  of  mines ,  both  exterior  and 
inside  the  mines.  Pictures  of  the  earliest  hand  tools, 
mining  equipment,  miners  lamps,  3team  engines,  old  cars  and 
trucks,  mule  and  horse  facilities,  hospital  facilities (both 
in  and  out  of  the  mines),  mine  cave-ins,  disasters,  fires, 
child  and  women  laborers,  views  of  pay  days  with  the  old 
fashion  clothes,  coke  ovens,  many  interesting  interior  views 
showing  the  various  methods  of  mining  coal  and  many  others 
too  numerous  to  mention.  I  have  enjoyed  buying,  trading,  and 
selling  these  cards  which  are  the  history  of  coal  mining  in 
pictures .
